U.S. Wants 
The Pacific 
Washington, Aug, 31. 
Senator Magnuson, Dofnocrat, 
Washington, said today he had 
been informed the United States 
will ask the United Nations 
next month for sole trusteeship 
of former Japanese bases and 
mandated islands in the Pacific 
but a State Department official 
said no such action is planne 
“JT do not believe there will be 
a single vote against giving us 
that authority,” Magnuson said. 
He thon added: ‘The Pacific is 
undo our responsibi- 
ity.” 
Elsewhere in Washington, an 
official source familiar with 
studies being made of the sub- 
ject, said no, final decision has 
been reached. 
Mr. Magnuson, who served .as 
a naval officer in the Pacific 
during the early part of the 
war, said the bases were necded 
to provide the United. States 
with a chain of airbases span- 
ning the ocean. He mentioned 
specifically that he thought the 
United States should control the 
Carolines, including the power- 
ful base at Truk, and the Mar- 
shalls, both Japanese mandates. 
In addition he expresacd the 
belicf that the United States 
will have to take up with the 
United Nations: or negotiate 
with Russia the matter of air 
rights over the Rusalan-occupicd 
Kurile islands. He said: that 
such action was necessary “fo 
protect air routes from the 
United States to the Pacific.”—
